Occuraxts of the jndicial Bench are 
entitled to every respect from the mem- 
bera of any comnmnity, The fact that 
they have attained to judgeships is in 
itself « certificate that they are not only 
learned in the law but that they poseess 
unbleniehed reputations. No man, 
atallevents in a British community, 
ean attain to the Beneli if his eapacity 
or probity be the least susceptible to 
question. It is this knowledge that 
inspires the respect of dH good: citizens 
for the Bench, and compels the fear .of |; 
all those whe have brought themselves 
within the grasp of the law. Tn such 
cireuristances criticism of day action of 
a judge in his public capacity can only’ 
be expressed alter the very fullest con- 
sideration. © cis the duty, we take it, 
of ‘tho public press to! ‘preserve respoct |.

liable ts punishinent. Six out of. seven 


jarymen found that, on the facts, the 
necused Persons were not guilty. As 
the law has left it to the’ j jury to decide 
as ta the facts it seems to us that’a 
judge bas no right to defeat that deci- 
sion. . Hf the Legislature had intended 
the judge to decide as to the facts it 
would - not have made provision for 
juries. We are, then, reluctantly forced 
to the pelief that the judge does 
not approve of the jury system. °-No 
other conclusion jis possible. This we 
think-to be a grave peril to the whole 
community; A situation is created 
when dissent trom. His Lordsbip’s at- 
 titude ia not only justifled but i ttapera- 
tively demanded: - We feiterate that we 
have the utmost reapect for the Chicf 
Justice, hut we feel confident that we 
are only voicing the opinion of the 
whole community when we ‘say that his 
utterance yesterday was extra-judicial, 
constituted an affront to the majority of 
the jury, and betokened an attitude of 
mind which can only be ‘regarded as 
indicative of danger io the interests of 
litigunis.

The tide tablo given below has been 
compiled nt the Nautical Almanac Office 
tn London from tho resalb of the analysis 
of observations taken by means of ap an- 
tomatic tide-rocording machine in the Way 
ter Police Basin at Sha Tsai during 
the years 1887-8-9. 

The zero of the toble corresponds with 
the zoro of the soundings in tho Admiralty 
Charts which has been found to be 4 fost 
3 inches below meanasa level, 

To obtain the depth of water on the tide 
gauge at the Victoria. Naval Yard add 3 
fect 4 inches, and on the gauge at Lamont 
Dook, Aberdeen, add 10 feet 6 inches to 
the height given In the table.
